ver extended his Eruptions beyond 
his own Dominions, but with all 
the Cautions and prudent Manage- 
ments imaginable for the Defence of 
his own, that was poflible to be ex- 
erred; how do we fee his Domi- 
nions fenced with innumerable 
ftrong Towns—like a Wall of Brafs 
furrounding his Territories, and in

which we have had in the Siege of 
Eifle, and this before, or as fait as 
he invaded any of his Neighbours.
